Your attention is called to the results of our • 
interview with Mrs. Ruth Hyde Paine on March 31, 1964, as 
contained on page 207 of this report, wherein Mrs. Paine 
alleged that certain information previously furnished by her 
to the FBI had been "leaked” to the press when it reached the 
President’s Commission. . . / 


Mrs. Paine was reinterviewed concerning this matter 
on April 27, 1964. She advised that on about February 2S or 
February 29, 1964, she received a long-distance telephone call - 
from a member of the press inquiring if she knew "about the . . 
rifle on October 23." She told the inquirer that she did not. 

Mrs . Paine could not recall who made this telephone call to 
her but she believed it v/as either Jack Langguth of the 
Los Angeles Bureau of "The New York Times" or Isaac Don Levice, 
a writer who resides at Y/aldorf, Maryland. Mrs. Paine stated 
that this telephone call apparently was based upon information 
previously furnished by her to the FBI concerning the signifi- 
cance of the notation "OCT 23" appearing in the left upper 
corner of her 1963 calendar on the March page. She said that 
previous to furnishing that information to the FBI she had 
not discussed that date with anyone and it was obvious to her 
that the person who asked her this question had heard something 
about the date but did not appear to know the full significance. 
As a result of this contact of her by a member of the press,
